that "a playlist is a list of media items that are played consecutively". The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

According to the definition of the prior art Piatt, a playlist is "simply a list of media items organized in a particular order" (column 1, lines 
53-54). No where is it mentioned in the art that it must be played consecutively. 

2. With respect to applicant's argument that regarding claims 1-12 "Piatt does not disclose or suggest, a system that amongst other 
patentable elements, comprises "identifying means for identifying that the user concurrently uses a second content of a second type," 
The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

The receipt by the media analyzer of several forms of media is interpreted here as concurrently usin g a second content of a second type, 
MS Media Player, which is used by the disclosed prior art, has a well known standard set of user interface functions, including the abilithy 
to select multiple items simultaneously, (through the use of ctr +A, shift + s elect, etc.) and so the claimed limitation is taught by the 
reference, as several items are in fact used by the reference in seeding the media analyzer. 
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
